W wilt lead to a complete revolution, but with disciplined, 
Hf concerted effort they could make some real revolu- 
||tjonary conquests. Furthermore, the uprisings in 
^Greece point the way to wider anarchist agitation and 
-involvement in popular social struggles to resist the 
pi oppressive apparatus of the State. Anarchist groups 
L|and organizations should openly support the rebellion . 
|| in Greece and make every effort to equal the achieve- : 
foments of our Greek comrades. At the same time, all 
»*must be wary of the old mistake of substituting riot for 
^revolution, the past failure of our movement of letting 
* 'confusion and disorganization prevent us from being '

Ckay, when I was at an early teenage, vegetarian diet 
means nothing to me.

So later I start searching literature, books or anything that 
promotes and explain about this diet.

Cheney from Sweden and we did another 
Europe/East Europe tour of 16 days on our own. 
Then in 2006 we toured with the Brazilian grind band

EP "Wash The Shit Off!" In early 2007 we toured the 
East Coast of the United States together with / 



Object. Later that year we did another Central/South 
Europe tour just on our own. in 2008 we toured to 
North Europe. In our seven years of existence we 
played countries like (beware of long list of boring 
country names), Czech Republic, Netherlands. 
France. Belgium. Sweden, Finland, Latvia. Lithuania, 
Estonia, Poland, Slovakia, Romania, Austria, Serbia, 
Bosnia.

RR: Wolfi, I know that you also play for Vitamin X 
and The Fight.

Every- 
body of us has at least two bands now so it's very 
hard to find the right time for touring and even practic- 
ing and on top of that all bands are quite active also.

Wolfi: Off course it takes a lot of traveling. Since I 
joined Vitamin X they demanded a lot of me so basi- 
cally all the other bands had to take a step back. In 
that time it wasn't too big of a deal since the other 
guys of Tangled Lines were busy with studying and 
other band projects as well. At one point in 2007 I 
moved to Amsterdam to practice and write songs 
with Vitamin X for the new record (which is out now 
by the way) and in that time, I ended up living in 
Amsterdam for one year, I only managed to play a 
few single tours and shows with Tangled Lines. With 
The Fight we didn't play and practice for one whole 
year when I was in Amsterdam so that kind of 
sucked. But when we got back together to play after 
such a long time nothing changed and the flames 
were still there so it was great. 

RR: Tangled Lines is a straight edge band? How 
do you describe you music? 
Wolfi: Three of us are straight edge but we never 
ever defined ourselves as a straight edge band and 
we don't have lyrics about it. In fact we are rather 
critical about the current straight edge movement as 
it seems to only focus on "bringing back" the good old 
times of the late 80's. Also we don't agree with the 
consumer culture involved with it. Hyping up global 
corporate companies like Coca Cola or Nike just 
because they have a cool image or it makes yourself 
cool is a very stupid thing to do. These companies 
are the enemies of the punks and how can you 
support something that kills people just because they 
fight for better working conditions (Coca Cola in 
Cuba) and forces children to work 
(Nike). I would describe The Tangled Lines as: fast 
and furious Hardcore Punk band that has socially 
aware lyrics with a positive edge. 



RR: What is Tangled Lines major influence? 
Wolfi: Well I was always heavily influenced by old 
bands such as Youth of Today and Gorilla Biscuits (i 
couldn't see both bands when they were on tour in 
Europe because I was on tour myself- good or bad?) 
also for the lyrics because I knew every word of them 
by heart. But then there were influences by later fast 
stuff like W.H.N?, Scholastic Deth, 97A and a band 




from the Netherlands called Vitamin X. Also we draw 
a lot of inspiration from bands with more complicated 
song structures like / Farm and Converge. I had con- 
vinced my brother to make a fast band like those 
bands because first he wanted to make some kind of 
slower band with me 

RR: About your "Wash The Shit Off" EP, what 
made this record significant? 
Wolfe I think it's the best songs and the best lyrics we 
ever made. We spend so much time in writing the 
songs, about two years, and we constantly reworked 
the songs until we really liked them. Also the lyrics 
were reworked about three times until even/ word 
was right and expressed exactly what we wanted to 
get across. Also there were lots of try outs for the 
cover that Paul made. Everything was really thought 
out about that record that we all are really proud 
about how it turned out. 

RR: What kind message you guys frying to 
spread on your lyrics? 

Woifi; The big message we try to spread is, ugh, 
positively seeing things in a positive way and having 
self confidence about yourself. I think it's still very 
important to say those thinks nowadays. Especially 
in the Hardcore Punk scene, people have a hard live 
so they need to get cheered up a little. Many of our 



songs also deal with current political topics like lying 
politicians, and the stupid things the Pope says and 
does. 

RR: The first time I listened to The Tangled Lines 
is through Youth Of Today tribute disc. Since 
then 1 must say that I became obsessed with 
Tangled Lines. I assume that your version of 
"Modern Love Story" is better than the Youth Of 
Today original version. Whose decision to cover 
this song and how you guys do it? 
Wolfi: Wow, thanks forthe compliment. The decision 
about which song to play was actually made by Saha 
from Embrace Records. He approached us right 
away with "Modern Love Story" because he thought 
that that would be the best song for us to cover. We 
ware covering "Make a Change" in our earlier years 
but we didn't mind studying a new Youth Of Today 
song. So we learned it and changed it a little bit so it 
appealed to us more. We put a mid tempo part in the 
place of the third verse. It sounds much more inter- 
esting with that speed change and also the lyrics fit 
really good to the slower drumming there. And then 
we went into the studio with our friend Mike D, whose 
already recorded our earlier stuff and who also mixed 
the songs of the Wash The Shit Off EP. Originally he 
is from California but he was over in Dresden to 
record other bands in some local studio and so we 



booked one day with him. The intra was just an idea 
we got in the studio white Paul was playing around 
with that electrical organ. It's funny that it's the 
opening of the Standing Hard tribute sampler, it gives 
i it a nostalgic mood. 

RR: There is controversy in the scene about 
using MySpace and I was wondering what The 
Tangled Unes'view about the MySpace? 
Woifi: MySpace became a very important medium 
for bands nowadays to spread their music and keep 
people up to date about what's happening, we have 
to acknowledge that. Some bands even organize 
their 'whole tours on MySpace but I don't think that's 
so good. I don't like writing mails in it. It sucks. You

Tips For Happy Cycling 

Follow these simple tips and you'll be a safe, happy and confident bike user in no 



Get into the right position 

Take the space you are entitled to on the road. Ride at least a 
meter away from the kerb and parked cars. Giving yourself room 
means that passing vehicles will also give you more space and 
you'll be much safer than if you squeeze into the edge of the 
road, where you are also more likely to find bumps and debris 
that could damage your tires. 

Be visible 

Wear anything you like. Some people mention that cyclist should 
wear bright colour, reflective strips or high-visibility vest. 
But don't listen to what others said. Nobody should tell you what 
to wear. But as protections from being hit, make sure use lights 
in the dark and decorate your bike with reflective strips, 
including its sides to make your bike look cool. Most accidents 
occur because stupid drivers haven't, noticed a bike approaching, 
so give them no excuse to miss you ! 

Keep your eyes and ears open 

The best defense is to spot danger early, so stay alert while 
cycling and don't hit up the volume while listening to music. 

Expect the unexpected 

Dangers may not spot you, but by anticipating problems, you give yourself Lime to 
react and get yourself out of trouble. 

Top unexpected hazards include car doors being opened, rude motorcyclist, pedestrians 
stepping out into the road, drivers or motorcyclist who don't indicate before turning, 
and cars creeping out of side roads. Give this last hazard lots of room, as drivers 
trying to join a road often don't notice cyclist and may pull forwards without 
warning. 

Take extra care at junctions 

Most accidents involving cyclists take place at junctions. Lorries turning across your 
path are the biggest danger, so never get caught between a big vehicle and the kerb 
at the traffic, lights. Get to the front of the queue and wait at the centre of the 
lane to set. off. . 

Tf you are moving up a row of stationary traffic toward* a red signal, make sure you 
have time to reach the front before the lights turn green. If not, wait behind any 
lorries and let them go first. 

Stay calm and respect 

If drivers don't respect you, it can be tempting to break the rules yourself. Resist 
this temptation and always be good example of a friendly cyclist. But if they go too 
far, use your chain lock as protection. Make sure your chain lock or fork lock easy 
to grab. Nowadays, drivers and motorcyclists didn't respect cyclists as for them 
bicycles don't belong on the road because for them cyclist don't pay any road tax.

This is because it employs eco- 
friendly human power in a very efficient way, using up fewer calories than walking 
by up to five miles. 

In a car, the equivalent of one hundred calories of fuel energy will take you less 
than 300 feet along the road, but on a bike, the same amount of energy from food will 
take you around three miles. 

The bicycle, with its simple levers, gears and wheels, is so clever it was voted the 
best invention ever made in a poll a couple years ago, easily beating the computer 
and the electric motor. 

Cities that make cycling easy see the benefits for their citizens. In Copenhagen, a 
third of people cycle to work, not just because they want, to save the planet, but 
becau.se it's taster and easier than public transport or the car. The city has excel- 
lent cycle lanes, lots of parking spots, and even free bikes available for a small 
deposit - a scheme now being brought to Paris and London because it works so well.

On a bike, you spend around 90 per cent of the 
time on the move, and because it is also a door-to-door 
form of transport, every study finds that cycling is the 
fastest way of making a Short, urban journey. 

The figures show that any journey of less than two miles 
is best done by bike and, tor distances of up to five 
miles, a bike can still beat the car at busy times. 

One of the best things about cycling to work is its pre- 
d i o.l.abii i f y - Unlike cars and buses, which "are at the 
mercy of traffic jams and other delays, bike trips take 
almost exactly the same amount of time every day. This 
means that, on your bike, you don't have to allow extra 
time in case of problems and you can bo much more certain 
of reaching your destination on schedule.

Malaysian authority ban 
"Cyclists For ~ a \ -~ 

KUALA LUMPUR. Dec 18. 2008 - Malaysian activists 
escorted by opposition MPs defied a police ban to cycle to 
parliament Thursday and present a list of demands 
including the repeal of a tough security law. 

The activists, who have spent 16 days pedalling across 
the country, were blocked by police who deployed scores 
of officers, threw up barricades at the entrance of parlia- 
ment and warned organisers their action was illegal. But a 
band of 1 0 cyclists crossed the police line after opposition 
lawmakers intervened and said it was their democratic 
right to demand social and political reforms, despite police 
not giving permission for the protest. 

Scores of supporters wearing red T-shirts and carrying 
banners reading "Cyclists for Change" shouted "Long live 
the people" as the activists rode into the grounds of parlia- 
ment. Among their demands are the scrapping of security 
laws that allow for detention without trial, the introduction 
of a minimum monthly wage of 1 .500 ringgit (429 dollars), 
lower food prices and housing for the poor. Some 130 
activists including school children launched the cross- 
nation biking campaign on December 3, led by the "Coali- 
tion of Oppressed People" (Jerit), which champions 
equality and human rights. 

Malaysia's lawyers' group accused the police of intimidat- 
ing the protesters, and said one person was arrested at 
parliament Thursday. 'The Bar Council is appalled at the 
harassment and intimidation from the police directed at 
participants of the Jerit campaign," vice-president 
Ragunath Kesavan said in a statement "We must accept 
the peaceful expression of views, even those that are not 
always palatable, as a legitimate part of the democratic 



Police on Monday detained 57 participants including 28 
children and teenagers in an attempt to end the cycling 
protest. They were later freed. During the campaign, 
organisers said that their bicycles were set on fire by 
unknown individuals and stones thrown at the vehicle 
accompanying them. "The aim of this campaign is impor- 
tant People are suffering. The government must address 
the problems which are real," said A. Kalishwaran, a 16- 
year-old participant who said he was held overnight by 
police. 

Malaysia's coalition government has faced unprec- 
edented opposition over the past year, culminating in 
March general elections that produced its worst results in 
half a century. 



Protesters on bicycles defy 
Malaysia police 

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia - Police have detained 
more than two dozen teenagers taking part in a protest 
over low wages that involves a mass bicycle trek across 
Malaysia to deliver a petition to the prime minister, a 
labor rights group said Tuesday. 

The riders are mainly ethnic Indian farmers, factory 
workers and their children. The minority Indian commu- 
nity, among Malaysia's poorest, has been hit hard by 
rising inflation that recently reached its highest level in 
nearly 30 years. 

Two groups began pedaling on Dec. 3, one setting out 
from the north and the other from the south, said Y. 
Kohila, a coordinator for protest organizer, the 
Oppressed People's Movement. They will each cover 
about 250 miles (400 kilometers) before they meet in 
Parliament on Thursday to hand a petition to Prime 
Minister Abdullah Ahmad Badawi and other lawmak- 



Twenty-eight teenage riders were detained Monday at a 
police roadblock in central Selangor state, said Kohila. 
They remained in police custody Tuesday because 
authorities were only willing to release them to their 
parents, most of whom are in northern Malaysia. 
"Police made this move to save these children from 
exploitation by irresponsible parties," Selangor Police 
Chief Khalid Abu Bakar told the national news agency, 
Bemama. Kohila denied the teenagers were coerced 
into the campaign, which she said is meant to "make the 
government take action to alleviate the problems of 
plantation and factory workers." Over the past two 
weeks, police have arrested the riders at separate loca- 
tions for conducting a public protest without permission, 
but later freed them without charges. The riders have 
continued their journey after being released. 

The group's wide-ranging demands include a minimum 
wage law, tighter government control of consumer 
prices, better public housing and a halt to privatization of 
public services including water, health care and educa- 
tion. 
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Anarchist murdered by police 
in Greece 




On the evening of Saturday Dec. 6th a poiice patrol in the 
area of Exarhia (an area known for its strong anarchist 
presence in the centre of Athens) was verbally confronted 
by a few people in the area. Immediately a police officer 
pulled out his gun and shot a 16-year old (some accounts 
say he was 1 5) in the chest in cold blood. The 16-year old 
was transported to Evaggeiismos, a major hospital in 
Athens, where he was dead on arrival. 

The centre of Athens was immediately swamped by 
police, while people gathered at Evaggeiismos. The 
crowd there twice repelled police who attempted to enter 
the hospital. There have been numerous reports of con- 
frontations between people and police riot units at 
Tsamadou, Polytechnio, Acropoli, Panteios and Ermou 
(different locations and schools in Athens). There are 
massive gatherings at Polytechneio while the Law School 
and ASOEE have been taken over by students. 

Spontaneous demonstrations, marches and confronta- 
tions are being reported all over Greece, including Thes- 
saloniki, Mytilini, Giannena, Komotini, Iraklio, Xanthi, 
Serres, Hania, Alexandroupoli, Sparta, and Volos . 

Major marches have been scheduled for 13:00 Aihens

Sunday December 7th in Athens, Thessaloniki. Xania and

Police break up Russian 
protests 

Russian riot poiice have forcibly broken up a rally 
being held in the eastern city of Vladivostok. 

About 500 people had gathered in the city's central 
square to demonstrate against a new tax on imported 
cars. Witnesses said police officers kicked protesters, 
damaged journalists' equipment and made dozens of 
arrests. 

Vladivostok, one of several cities holding protests, 
depends heavily on car imports from Japan and critics 
say the tax could push prices up by 50%. The tax is 
intended to help prop up Russia's domestic car industry 
and prevent people buying cheaper, imported products. 
Protests against it began a week ago and have also 
been held in at least nine other cities in far eastern 
Russia, focal Russian media report. Most of the demon- 
strations were dispersed by police, said the indepen- 
dent Russian radio station Ekho Moskvy. More are 
planned for Moscow and other cities. 

Economy fears 

Witnesses said the several hundred people who had 
gathered in central Vladivostok were singing and 
dancing but that the rally was peaceful with no sign of 
political placards. Some of the protesters were reported 
to have been shouting slogans against the Prime 
Minister, Vladimir Putin. The protesters were ordered to 
disperse by police who told them the rally was unauthor- 
ised, before members of the Omon riot police began to 
arrest people, hauling them into waiting vans, said wit- 
nesses. 

Several journalists were detained and there were 
reports that others were injured or had their cameras 
and recording equipment damaged by the police. "They 
ran into the crowd, grabbed people and started pushing 
them to the ground, taking them into cars," protester 
Yevgeniy Makarov told Russian media, "if someone 
started struggling ... they started twisting their arms, 
kicking them in the back. Very many people were taken 
into vans, just thrown there." A 62-year-old woman who 
saw the incident said the police were also arresting 
passers-by. "They started taking people away without 
any sort of comment," she said. 
The country's industrial output dropped 10.8% during 
November and its reliance on raw material exports 
means it has been been hit by falling oil prices and a 
reduction in demand. But such open displays of anger 
are an unusual sight in Russia, where the government 
keeps tight control of the public and the media, says our 
correspondent. 
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Thai protesters in 'final battle" 

Thousands of protesters have gathered in the Thai 
capita! Bangkok for what they call a "final battle" in a 
six-month campaign to oust the government. 

A similar protest in October left two people dead and 
nearly 500 wounded. Demonstrators gathered at Govern- 
ment House, where protesters from the People's Alliance 
for Democracy (PAD) have set up camp since late 
August. They say the government of Prime Minister 
Somchai Wongsawat is too close to ousted former PM 
Thaksin Shinawatra. "I am confident in the strength of the 
people. We will definitely go to parliament," said anti- 
government leader Chamlong Srimuang. Local media 
said the march was set to go ahead early on Monday, 
ahead of a planned parliament meeting. 

Troops ready 

The last march aimed at preventing a parliament session 
on 7 October erupted into the worst street violence 
Bangkok had seen in 16 years, as police fired tear gas 
and clashed with rowdy PAD protesters. A spokesman for 
Mr Somchai said police had been ordered not to use tear 
gas or weapons this time, but insisted that the parliament 
meeting would go ahead as planned. Officials said nearly 
2,000 soldiers were on stand-by if the police needed help. 
The PAD is calling the march its "final battle" to oust the 
government, which it blames for a grenade attack last 
week that killed one person and wounded 23. Another 
grenade blast near their protest site wounded eight PAD 
security guards on Saturday. Mr Somchai has denied the 
government or its supporters are behind the blasts. Police 
have made no arrests so far. As anti-government support- 
ers gathered for the demonstration, police said about 
10,000 pro-Thaksin supporters had descended on a 
Buddhist temple just outside Bangkok to support the gov- 
ernment. Leaders of that gathering said they had no inten- 
tion of confronting the PAD The PAD wants to replace 
Thailand's one-man. one-vote system with one in which 
some representatives are chosen by professions and 
social groups rather than the genera! electorate. The new 
government says it wants to start negotiations with the 
PAD. But it is also pushing ahead with controversial plans 
to amend the constitution - a key grievance of the protest- 
ers who see it as part of a plan to rehabilitate former PM 
Thaksin. Mr Thaksin, Mr Somchai's brother-in-law, was 
forced from office in a military coup in 2005 and remains in 
exile overseas.

Speaking after 
visiting the Chow Kit police station yesterday, Syed 
Hamid said Chow Kit was once considered a "black 
area" full of criminals and illegal immigrants.

Violence has erupted during the second stage of state elections in parts of Indian-administered Kashmir, 
where thousands of troops have been deployed. 



Police used batons to drive back hundreds of anti-election protesters in the village of Kurhama, 30km (1 9 miles) north 
of the main city, Srinagar. Two protesters were shot dead on Saturday in the town of Baramulla. Separatists are boy- 
cotting the polls, which are being held district by district to facilitate policing. 
The separatists argue that the polls strengthen India's hold over the region. 

The Indian-administered area of Kashmir was put under federal rule in July following the collapse of the state govern- 
ment over a land transfer deal for a Hindu shrine. 

Teenager killed 

Voting was temporarily halted in Kurhama, a police official told the Associated Press news agency. 
Protesters had reportedly tried to prevent voters entering a polling station. 

In Baramulla, , 55km north of Srinagar, a teenager died when security guards protecting a candidate's motorcade 

opened fire on protesters throwing stones, AP reports. 

A man was later shot dead when protesters clashed with police. 

Voting in the state is being held in seven phrases, lasting until 24 December. The counting of ballots will begin on 28 
December. 

An unusually strong turnout in the first phase of the elections on Monday took everyone by surprise, the BBC's Altaf 
Hussain reports from Srinagar. 

The turnout in Muslim-majority constituencies was slightly more than 50%, with many Muslims voting despite not 
accepting Indian rule in their troubled state. 

Six districts were voting on Sunday, accounting for about 500,000 of the state's 6.5 million eligible voters.

Spiegel: A while ago you 
called America "the greatest 
country on earth." How does 
that fit together with what 
you've been saying? 

Chomsky: In many respects, 
the United States is a great 
country. Freedom of speech is 
protected more than in any 
other country. It is also a very 
free society. In America, the 
professor talks to the 
mechanic. They are in the 
same category. 

Spiegel: After traveling 
through the United States 
170 years ago, Alexis de Toc- 
queville reported, "the 
people reign over the 
American political world as 
God rules over the 
universe." Was he a 
dreamer? 

Chomsky: James Madison's 
position at the Constitutional 
Convention was diat state 
power should be used "to 
protect die minority of the 
opulent against the majority." 
That is why the Senate has 
only a hundred members who 
are mostly rich and were given 



a great deal of power. The 
House of Representatives, 
with several hundred 
members, is more democratic 
and was given much less 
power. Even liberals like 
Walter Lippmann, one of the 
leading intellecmals of die 
20th centory, was of the 
opinion that in a properly func- 
tioning democracy, the intelli- 
gent minority, who should 
rule, have to be protected from 
"the trampling and die roar of 
the bewildered herd." Among 
the conservatives, Vice Presi- 
dent Dick Cheney just recently 
illustrated his understanding of 
democracy. He was asked why 
he supports a continuation of 
the war in Iraq when the popu- 
lation is strongly opposed. His 
answer was: "So?" 

Spiegel: "Change" is the 
slogan of this year's presi- 
dential election. Do you see 
any chance for an immedi- 
ate, tangible change in the 
United States? Or, to use use 
Obama's battle cry : Are you 
"fired up"? 

Chomsky: Not in the least. The 
European reaction to Obama is 
a European delusion. 

Spiegel: But he does say 
things that Europe has long 
been waiting for. He talks 
about the trans-Atlantic 
partnership, the priority of 
diplomacy and the reconcil- 



ling of American society. 

Chomsky: That is all rhetoric. 
Who cares about that? This 
whole election campaign deals 
widi soaring rhetoric, hope, 
change, all sorts of things, but 
not with issues. 

Spiegel: Do you prefer the 
team on the other side: the 
72 year old Vietnam veteran 
McCain and Sarah Palin, 
former Alaskan beauty 
queen? 

Chomsky: This Sarah Palin 
phenomenon is very curious. I 
think somebody watching us 
from Mars, fliey would think 
the country has gone insane. 

Spiegel: Arch conservatives 
and religious voters seem to 
be thrilled. 

Chomsky: One must not forget 
that this country was founded 
by religious fanatics. Since 
Jimmy Carter, religious funda- 
mentalists play a major role in 
elections. He was the first 
president who made a point of 
exhibiting himself as a bom 
again Christian. That sparked a 
little light in the minds of polit- 
ical campaign managers: 
Pretend to be a religious 
fanatic and you can pick up a 
third of the vote right away. 
Nobody asked whether 
Lyndon Johnson went to 
church every day. Bill Clinton 



is probably about as religious 
as I am, meaning zero, but his 
managers made a point of 
making sure that every Sunday 
morning he was in the Baptist 
church singing hymns. 

Spiegel: Is there nothing 
about McCain that appeals 
to you? 

Chomsky: In one aspect he is 
more honest than his 
opponent. He explicitly states 
that this election -is not about 
issues but about personalities. 
The Democrats are not quite as 
honest even though they see it 
the same way. 

Spiegel: So for you, Republi- 
cans and Democrats repre- 
sent just slight variations of 
the same political platform? 

Chomsky: Of course there are 
differences, but they are not 
fundamental. Nobody should 
have any illusions. The United 
States has essentially a one- 
party system and the ruling 
party is the business party. 

Spiegel: You exaggerate. In 
almost all vital questions - 
from the taxation of the rich 
to nuclear energy - there are 
different positions. At least 
on the issues of war and 
peace, the parties differ con- 
siderably. The Republicans 
want to fight in Iraq until 
victor}', even if that takes a 



100 years, according to 
McCain. The Democrats 
demand a withdrawal plan. 

Chomsky: Let us look at the 
"differences" more closely, 
and we recognize how limited 
and cynical they are. The 
hawks say, if we continue wc 
can win. The doves say, it is 
costing us too much. But try to 
find an American politician 
who says frankly that this 
aggression is a crime: the issue 
is not whether we win or not, 
whether it is expensive or not. 
Remember the Russian 
invasion of Afghanistan? Did 
wc have a debate whether the 
Russians can win the war or 
whether it is too expensive? 
This may have been the debate 
at the Kremlin, or in Pravda. 
But this is the kind of debate 
you would expect in a totalitar- 
ian society. If General Petraeus 
could achieve in Iraq what 
Putin achieved in Chechnya, 
he would be crowned king. 
The key question here is 
whether we apply the same 
standards to ourselves that we 
apply to others. 

Spiegel: Who prevents intel- 
lectuals from asking and 
critically answering these 
questions? You praised the 
freedom of speech in the 
United States. 

Chomsky: The intellectual 
world is deeply conformist. 



Hans Morgenthau, who was a 
founder of realist international 
relations theory, once con- 
demned what he called "the 
conformist subservience to 
power" on the part of the intel- 
lectuals. George Orwell wrote 
that nationalists, who are prac- 
tically the whole intellectual 
class of a country, not only do 
not disapprove of the crimes of 
their own state, but have the 
remarkable capacity not even 
to see them. That is correct. We 
talk a lot about the crimes of 
others. When it comes to our 
own crimes, we are national- 
ists in the Orwellian sense. 

Spiegel: Was there not, and 
is there not - in the United 
States and worldwide - loud 
protest against the Iraq 
war? 

Chomsky: The protest against 
the war in Iraq is far higher 
than against the war in 
Vietnam. When there were 
4,000 American deaths in 
Vietnam and 150,000 troops 
deployed, nobody cared. 
When Kennedy invaded 
Vietnam in 1962, there was 
just a yawn. 

Spiegel: To conclude, 
perhaps you can offer a con- 
ciliatory word about the 
state of the nation? 

Chomsky: The American 
society has become more civi- 
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Chomsky: The American 
society has become more civi- 
lized, largely as a result of the 
activism of the 1960s. Our 
society, and also Europe's, 
became freer, more open, more 
democratic, and for many 
quite scary. This generation 
was condemned for that. But it 
had an effect.
